Kempthomealso"^ 
backs sportsmen’s 
fee hike proposal 


BOISE - Pressing his 
“Gcncradon t>f the Child” into his 
second year, Goy. Dirk 
Kempthorne on Monday -pro- 
posed state support for schools at 
historic levels and offered a state- 
based initiative to.fix seriously 
deteriorated sdiool buildings.. 

In his State of the State 
address, delayed o week by last 
Monday's sudden death of Senate 
President Pro Tern Jerry Twiggs, 
the governor also gave his Full 
support to the Fish and'Gamc 
Commission’s proposed $4.4 mil- 
lion sportsmen’s fee increase and ' 
clearly embraced last year's com- 
promise on parcbtal consent for 
abortions despite some lingering 
uncertainty among the parties of 
its content. 

Seeming to take advantage of 
the legislative leadership's offer 
of a fresh start after Inst winter's 
sometimes rocky relations, 
Kempthorne invoked the names 
of Twigg*^ and two other lawmak- • 
ors who died in 1999 - senior 
' Democratic Rep. James Stoicheff 
and fellow Democratic Rep. Pat 
Bcitcr. 

“Let's draw from tlieir inspira- 
tion to begin again Because new 
beginnings should inspire,” he 
said in .prepared remarks. “They 
would want it this way, to set 
course for a new session and a 
new era.” 

The 71-minute address, staking 
out clear positiods on a number of 
issues', reflected the remarks 
K<.-mpthorno made in his first 
spev'ch to the nation's most 
Republicuu Lctiislacurc. The gov- 
ernor was still fine-tuning his 
remarks less chan three hours 
before their delivery. 

But die cridcol issue ^vUl beiho 
administration’s follow-up with 
detail.^ to flesh out the concepts - 
something that was missing in too 
many cases last year, leaving law- 
makers frustrated; 

“The feeling I have is it’s 
pushed right up to the limit,” 
Senate Finance Chairman Atwell 
Parry, R-Melba, said. “There’s 
some very aggressive programs to 
look at.” 

As expected, the governor left 
financial details for his budget 
message on Wednesday. But he 
formally proposed putting Idaho's 
tobacco setdement payments in a 
tnist fund with only the interest 
to be spent anddcclaring die first 
■-.-but not- only — priority-to-be — 
health advocacy.

39th among states

WASHINGTON - The boom on 
Wall Street is widening the 
income gap between the poorest 
and richest U.S. families, accord- 
ing to a report by two Wa.shing(on 
think tanks. 

The earnings for the poorest 
fifth of American families rose 
less than 1 percent between 1988 
and 1998 but jumped 15 percent 
for the richest fifth, the Center on

Income for (he poorest families 
“ defined as two or more relatives 
living together - rose $110 to 
$12,990 during the 10-year period. 
For the richest families it 
incrca.scd by $17,870. to $137,480, 
more than 10 times that of the 
pqore.st sector, the report found. 
“The benefits of this (economic) 
. growth have not been evenly dis- 
tributed,” said Elizabeth 
McNichol, one of the study’s 
authors. “The incomes of the poor 
and middle das.-; hav« fallen or 
stagnated.” 


The gap between rich and poor 
was widest in New York - rated 
No. 1 • wiili the poorest fifth earn- 
ing $10,770, down $1,970, while 
the wealthiest group earned 
$152350, up 519,680. Income Tvas 
most evenly distributed in Utah, 
where the poorest families had 
incomes of $18,170 and the rich- 
est $125,930. . 

Idaho was rated 39, with the 
wealthiest group earning 
$112,732, and the poorest group 
corning $13336. 

' The income gap narrowed in 
just three states - Alaska, 
Louisiana and Tennessee. 

McNichol attributed the widen- 


ing gap to WoU Street’s long-run- 
ning bull markct,’which favors 
wealthy investors; lower-paying 
service jobs replacing manufac- 
turing Jobs; and the largely stag- 
nant minimum wage. 

Stephen Moore^ director of 
social policy for the Cato 
Institute, said the study contorted 
data to put a negative face on a 
“spectacular economy.” 

“The rich are getting richer but 
' tile poor are getting' richer too in 
tliis expansion,” said Moore, who 
nonetheless suggested cutting the 
iox on capital gains income to fur- 
ther spur investment and job cre- 
ation.

Anti-missile test could spur 
decision on strategic defense 


WASHINGTON (AP) - If suc- 
cessful, a test Tuesday of the- 
Pentagon’s anti-missile missile 
could move administration offi- 
cials closer to recommending that 
President Clinton commit to 
deploying a nationwide missile 
defense. 

A system of interceptor rock- 
ets, radars and computerized 
command centers - a much 
scaled-down version of the space; 
based “star wars” defense envi- 
sioned by President Reagan in 
the 1980s - could be deployed as 
early as 2005, although many hur- 
dles remain. 

If Tuesday’s test goes as 
planned, a 121-pound “smart 
rock” will steer itself into the 


path of a mock warhead abgut 
140 miles above the central 
Pacific Ocean, creating a collision 
that would reduce both objects to 
space dust. At least, that’s thc 
plan. .. . 

The “smart rock,” actually a 
highly sopiiisticated missile inter- 
ceptor, is still “learning,” 
Pentagon officials say. 

This is not, however, just any 
run-of-the-mill testing pro- 
gram. 

North Korea, for example, -is 
said to be developing a missile 
with enough range to reach 
American territory, although.it 
has not tested it in flight and 
agreed recently to halt missile 
testing for the dme being.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass. - The 
guy wircd'up wiih a headset and 
keypad in the dairy-food aisle is 
not just an information-age geek 
with a 21st century calculator. 

He’s Andrew Fagg, a Univer- 
sity of Massachusetts scientist 
who .could be shaping the future. 
Fagg is working on making 
smarter wearable computers - 
and, yes, also picking out his own 
groceries from o computerized 
list. 

' “One person I passed ... after I 
got 20 or 30 feet down the row, he 
said, 'What some people won’t do 
to watch. telcvisionr” Fagg said 
Jan. 10. 

He is doing research in one of 


industrial uses. They’re already 
used by warehouse workers to 
check inventory, doctors to re- 
view medical record^ and trans- 
portation workers to inspect road- 
ways. , 

“Before, they had the clunky 
old pad and noted all the signs 
and streets and bridges and' got 
back to the office to write It all up 
from their notes,” said Robin 
, Bono, spokeswoman for wearable 
computer seller Xybernaut, in 
Fairfax, Va. 

Now, inspectors using voice- 
recowition computer programs 
can fill out the forms verbally 
while driving. Bono said the 
devices save time and cut down 
on copying mistakes.

I t is unfortunate that.thc Rev. 

Jesse Jackson did not know when 
to declare victory in Decatur, 111., 
and go home. Yes, “victory,” , 
although you would hardly guess 
that from most of the news reports and 
commentary that has erupted nation- 
wide in the wake of his caper in - 
Decatur. 

You als<i would not guess from the 
rough rhetoric or the rising use ofj’zero 
tolerance" disciplinary policies in ' 
schools that school violence has been 
declining nationwide in recent years. 

In a case that has become a njitional 
syntbol of conflicts over “zero tilerance,” 
Jackson came to Decatur to demnd six 
black male high school students \vho had 
^been expelled for two years’ after a mas- 
'sivp brawl during a hi^ school football 
• game. 

Within days, he was able, ^vith Illinois 
■ Gov. George Ryan’s iniervcniion, to get 
chat suspension reduced to one year and 
offer the teens enrollment in an dltema* 
_tivesch(H)! . 

As a compromise, it was almostcle- ' 
gam. It erased the two-year punishment 
that, in hindsight, just about everyone 
agrees was too stiff. It. satisfied the com- 
munity’s need to have some punishment 
and remove the youths from their school 
population. It also gave the youths an 
opportunity to resume their studies and 
graduate on time, if they wished. . 

But, instead of accepting that compro- 
mise, Jackson proceeded to protest the 
expulsions, including one incident in 
which he was arrested while making the 
_y(uyhs.a,syml)ol,ofL‘zero tolerance” 
abuses. 

Jackson insisted on immediate rein- 
statement for the students. When the 
school board refused, Jackson took 
them to federal court to have the expul-

sions rescinded. As a result, he has 
snatched defeat out of the jaws of victo- 
ry- 

The setback came last week when fed- 
eral District Judge Midiael McCuskey 
ruled that the board acted appropriately 
in disciplining the youths for tile Sept. 17 
fight. 

“The citizens and students of Decatur 
should be able to go to a higli school foot- 
ball game without worrying about a vio- . 
lent confrontation erupting in the 
stands," he wrote in an opinion posted 
on the Internet. 

No doubt about that:- But the question 
is, how best can a safe school environ- 
ment be imposed? 

“Zero tolerance,” the imposition of 
sti^penaltics even for offenses as hiihor 
as playing a boom box too loud, has 
:',cau^t on among’ educators across the 
country since the late 1980s. They were 
- further encouraged by President 
Clinton’s signing the Gun-Free Schools 
Act in 1994, which mandated a one-year , 
expulsion for weapons in school. “Zero 
tolerance” policies lightened up further 
in the wake ofmaja schbol shootings in . 
rural and suburban schools in recent 
years. . 

But Jackson rightfully objected to the 
severity of Decatur’s two-year expulsion 
in the woke of a bleacher fight that 
involved no weapons. Tliat’s one of the 
problems with zerp-tolcrancc policies: If 
-^■a simple one-on-orie figlu can result in a— 
year-long expulsion, a bleachcr-dcoring 
brawl almost automatically triggers a 
knee-jerk two-year expulsion. - 

In two telephone conversations I had 
with Jackson before the ruling, Jackson 


riglitfully objected to the way school offi- 
cials lumped all of die six cases logcdier, 
as if they -were all alike; They were indi- - 
viduals. At least a couple were chronic 
truants, but at least two were gopd stii- ' 
dents only a few credit hours from gradu- 
ation. 

Jackson correedy pointed out that the 
consequences of zero-tolerancc policics ' 
have fallen disproportionately on 
blacks, as evidenced by siadsdcs the 
■ youths’ lawyers produced in coun. They ' 
'^showed dial 82 percent of students 
expelled from Decatur schools over-ihe 
past three years have been African-' 
American, even thougli blacks make up 
just 48 percent of the student body. A 
recent national study by. the Applied 
Research Center sliowcd black students 
expelled two to three times more often 
than whites. 

Unfortunately, that study did not ana- 
. lyze whether the nature of white stu- ■ 
dents’ offenses was significanUy less 
severe than those of black students. 

That’s important, since many other fac- ^ 
tors beside race can lead to the disparity! ‘ 
Just as the Decatur youths should have 
been judged as individuals, not as a 
group, so should the individual cases that 
the stadstics represent. 

At best, Jackson has alerted school 
districts to the need to judge young peo- ' 
pic as individuals, whether they arc 
imposing punishment or trying to get it 
lifted.

‘Hanoi Jane’ no more: Fonda’s silence on Christian conversion speaks loudest 


W hen I first heard reports 
of Jane Fonda’s conver-

Before God could use Mosas, He sent 
him to wander in the desert for 40 years 
to cleanse him of self-reliance. After the 
conversion of Said of Tarsus (and his 
name change to Paul), the upu.stlc was 
privately instructed by his new friends, 
tho.se he once persecuted, before lie ' 
spoke publicly. 

Religious hucksters would love to have 
■Jane Fonda in their pulpits and on their 
television sliows. How many would soy 
with a siraiglii face, !‘I prayed for you all 
the time,” and it would be true? Not 
many, I’ll wager, 

There is a lesson here for those who 
would learn it.

Every conversion is a miracle, whether 
the converted is a homeless person or a 
well-known figure like Jane Fonda. &me 
like to see a celebrity transformed 
because it allows them to walk by sight 
and not by faith. And it validates a need 
to see their faith paraded publicly on the 
back of a celebrity, rather than emulate 


the One whose chosen mode of trans- 
portation were his feet and a humble 
donkey. 

No power on Earth, and certainly no 
power of denunciation, could have .... 
changed the life of Jane Fonda. More 
tlian seeing how her life has changed, it 
trill be interesting to sec how she 
changes the lives of those who have 
hated her and have put “Hanoi Jane" 
bumper sdekers on their cars, referring 
to an ill-considered visit to Noitli 
Vietnam during that divisive war. 

The power of love to change a life is 
far greater than the power of criticism 
and harsh judgment.

A lucky few may find jobs in 
human medical biotech, which 
the environmental movement has 
not attacked yet. This has noth- 
ing to do with risks to people or 
the environment. Despitd media 
hype, no real dangers related to 
biotech foods have ever been doc- 
umented. 

But Greenpeace seems to wont 
a .smaller, poorer human popula- 
tion, so they’re willing to frighten 
the world back into thc-sdcntiflc 
Dark Ages. The one thing certain 
is genetic en^necring in food 
production not disappear. 

' iW^cn the astronomer Galileo 
published his proofs in 1632 that 
the Earth revolved around the 
sun^the Catholic Church put him 
under house arrest. The church 
had declared the Earth the cen- ■ 
ter of the universe. 

But people couid'nevcr look ot 
the sun in quite the same way 
again. They had new knowledge. 

The First World may be so 
comfortable it can afford to pass 
up biotech foods. But the Third 
World is still struggling to pro- 
vide adequate diets for its grow- 
ing population. 

For the developing world, the 
choices are stark. They can eilher 
use biotechnology to raise yields, 
grow more low-yield crops by 
clearing tropic^ forests or import 
food from the West. Given those 
choices, biotech foods look awful-

• Most Third World countries ore 
too small or poor to advance agri- 
cultiunl biotechnology on their 
own. Countries like Brazil and 
Argentina could assemble the sd- 
cntitic resources but they’re 
afraid of losing their export soles 
to nervous European and 
Japanese consumers. 

India might like to develop 
high-yielding biotech crops to 
case its cropland shortage, but its 
own prickly activists are still 
arguing over hybrid seeds.

China is the one country in Uie 
world with the scientific power to 
carry biotechnology forward in 
agriculture, the urgent need for 
massive amounts of additional 
food and feed and no need to 
allow unfounded food scares to 
be published in its newspapers. 

China already has over 1 mil- 
lion fanners growing genetically 
modified cotton, com and soy* 
beans because of lower costs. 
Anyone vyho doubts China’s abill*' 
W to carry forward good, sdcnce 
is ignoiii^ the country’s fabulous 
•>*history and its recent ballistic 
■ missile tests. 

'“Golden rice’’ by itself may be 
enough to secure genetically 
en^eered foods’ reputation '* 
among Chinese consumers. Asian 
women ore at high risk of binh 
complications b^usc of iron 
deficiency due to the phyiatc in 
the rice they eat. , 

Golden rice counteracts the 
ph3hatc and provides ample 
dietary iron. It also contains plen- 
ty of Vitamin A, also lacking in 
many rice<ulture diets. 

The International Rice 
Research Institute is alrc.'idy 
' breeding golden rice genes into 
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popular rice varieties for the peo-' 

pie of Asia and Africa. Is 

' Greenpeace callous enough to 
try to fri^itcn poor rice-culture 
consumers away from golden rice 
and back to childhood blindness? 

Using biotechnology, China 
should be able to produce highly 
attractive foods, such as healthier 
fats for cooking, allergy-free nuts, 
more lender steaks and, at last, a 
tasty off-season tomato. 

Every vitamin and mineral 
needed by the humim body could 
be en^cered intd our fot^s, sav- 
ing consumers billions of dollars 
in food supplements. 

.When First World consumers 
-find out about such goodies, 

China can export them or ^arge 
farmers in other countries a fee 
to grow them. 

llie biotech crops will also fea- 
ture sharply higher yields, espe- 
cially on marginal farmlands 
where drought and-add soils cur-

Greenpeace should cheer this, 
since it will directly help save 
Asian tropical forests. 

First World farmers will lose a 
significant part of their export 


potential, of course, if Tliird ' 

World farmers can produce high- 
er yields and more desirable spe- 
dalty foods through biotecluiolo- 
gy. At the moment, that seems to 
be the price they pay for farm-

Acequiatestscores-sho^steady-improvement

- RUPERT - Acequia Elemen- 
tary School’s test results were 
used Monday as a model to show 
the Minidoka County School 
District’s goal for results on the 
Iowa Tests of Basic Skills. 

Over the past four yeSrs 
Acequia has shown steady 
growth in all areas, said Marlane 
Garner, district testing coordina- 
tor. A chart of.Acequia’s test 
results showed improvements 
each year. 

Though the school has grown 
academically, it has not hap- 
pened without work. The school 
nas some of the most crowded 
classrooms. Teachers hold math 
classes in any comer where they 
can find space, including the 
teachers’ lounge and the notori- 
ous “dungeon," a dark, damp 
room in the basement. 

Superintendent Nick Hallett 
used the school as an example 
when illustrating the district’s 
need for lost fall’s bond issue 
election. But Inadequate space 


has not stopped Acequia elemen- 
tary from seeking ways to be aca- 
demically successful. 

After analyzing the curriculum 
about two years ago, eight dis- 
trict officials went to 
Chattanooga. Tenn., to learn 
from Twenty-First Century 
Academy, a K-12 school fre- 
quently visited by educators 
throughout the United States. 

Test scores Improved after 
local educators adopted tech- 
niques from the Tennessee' 
school at East Minico Junior 
High School and Big Valley 
Elementary School as well as 
Acequia elementary. 

Multi-age classrooms that 
group children by skill level 
rather than age, is one technique 
that has helped improve scores 
over the past four years. 

Another change is In the read- 
ing curriculum, Gamer said. Ibe 
change iius been .so recent that 
the effect hasn’t had a chance to 
show at secondary level. 

"But the impact is quite evi- 
dent at the elementary level as 
reflected in the current longitu- 


dinal scores," she said. 

Longitudinal scores ore scores 
compared over four years. 

Most of the 1999 scores show 
performance above the 50th per- 
centile, Gamer said. 

“Considering the fact that the 
county has a student body 
reflecting low per capita income, 
high mobility, high numbers of 
English language learners and 
one of the largest minority popu- 
lations in the state," she said, 
“one would expect scores to be 
os low as the 40th or 30th per- 
centile.” 

But with the exception of only 
two tests, all the scores this year 
are above the 50th percentile, 
she said. A graph showed that 
students who have attended 
school in the district for four 
years or more are- better off than 
those who transfer in and out. 

Sixth grade scores were in tlie 
59 percentile, 9th graders were 
49 percentile and 11th grade 
scores were at the 50 percentile 
level. 

“All elementary school stu- 
dents exhibited a nice Increase 


due to focused concentration on 
skills in recent years,” Garner 
Siiid. 

Core totals for the third and 
fourth grades were .siiarply hitl- 
er, she said.

Impound&d animals would 
be held for 10 days to allow' the owner to 
claim their pet. 

Jerome has been working on this 
ordinance since November 1998, when 
Mayor Dennis Moore created a citizens’ 
committee to draft a workable animal 
control ordinance. An early version of 
the ordinance completed in August 
1999 required licenses and leashes for- 


both cats and dogs. After public criti- 
cism the council removed all referen'-e 
to cats from the ordinance in October 
1999. 

In other business, the council will dis- 
cuss and pcrliups vote on an option to pur- 
chase the Moose Lodge. 

The lease option to purchase the lodge 
on North Lincoln Street is set to expire 
Jpn. 31. According to the lease agree- 
ment with the Loyal Order of the Moose - 
the city must inform the Moose of its 
intent to purchase the property by the 
end of the lease.

BOZEMAN. Mont. (AP) - Re- 
searchers in at least seven labora- 
tories are working on a vaccine to 
protect Yellowstone National 
Park bison from brucellosis, but 
there is no silver bullet yet. 

And even if 0 safe and effec- 
tive vaccine is developed, that in 
itself may not be enough to rid 
the park’s bison herds of the dis- 
ease. even after years of applica- 
tion. scientists say. Ino^adons 
could begin within four years. 

About 20 percent of the park’s 
bison plus mousonds of elk are 
infect^ with the disease, which 
officials, especially in Montana, 
fear could spread to cattle os the 
bison wander out of the park. 
Brucellosis causes cows to abort 
their calves. 

Montana and Yellowstone offi- 
cials have shot or shipped to 
slau^ter more than 3,000 bison • 
over the past 15 years to bead 
that off, generating a bitter con- 
troversy while spurring the 
search for another solution. 

Federal, state and university 
researchers in the park and insti- 
tutions in Montana, Texas, 
Louisiana, Washington, Wyoming 


and Iowa are all working on vari- 
ous aspects of the disease.

BOISE (AP) - Gene Harris, 
internationally acclaimed jazz 
pianist and a bdoved cultural fig- 
ure in the Treasure Valley, has 
died of complications from kid- 
ney failure a month bcfoHfhe 
would have received a kidney 
from one of his daughters. He 
was 66. 

Harris died at home Sunday 
afternooq^..Aftcr suffering a 
seizure. He had endured a scries 
-of-health-problcms-for-the-past — 
six years, including high blood 
pressure and diabetes, which led 
to the kidney failure. 

“He was the kindest, most giv- 
ing, most generous man,” said his 
wife of 21 years, Janie, surround- 
ed by family and friends at their 
home. “He loved life. He loved 
his music” 

Fans and friends were shocked 
by his sudden death. 

“Idaho has lost one of its very 
best people,” said former Gov. 
Phil Batt, an amateur clarinet 
player who had performed with 
Harris. “Not only was Gene an 
immense talent, he was a gen- 
uinely wonderful person.” 

Harris was a luminous figure in 
jas and blues, a Grammy Award- 
nominated pianist who had per- 
formed in the world’s most 
famous clubs and festivals. He 
played on more titan 80 record- 
ings and had shared the stage or 
recording studio with artists 
such as Joe Williams, Dizzy 
Gillespie, Ray Brown, Oscar

Indians take control of tribal office 


PINE RIDGE, S.D. (AP) - 
About 100 Oglala Sioux who 
accuM the tribe of financial mis- 
managemertt have taken oyer 
tribal headquarters and demand- 
ed that the governing council 
step down. 

The protesters said Monday 
they will remain there until 
they are satisfied authorities 
will investigate their allega- 
tions. 

The group, which is allied with 
tribal President Harold Dean 
Salway, took control of the tribal 
_biijlding.at .the. Pine Ridge- 
Reservation on Sunday. About 
100 people stayed there Sunday 
night and Mon^y. 

Members of the unarmed 
group are calling for an audit 


and have demanded the immedi- 
ate resignation of tribal 
■Treasurer Wesley “Chuck” 
'Jacobs and all 17 members of the 
tribal counctl. They also have 
asked the FBI to seize tribal 
records dealing with law enforce- 
ment, housing and other pro- 
grams. 

“The bottom line is, wc want 
accountability and responsibility 
by our elected officials,” said 
group spokesman Dale Looks 
Twice. 

The takeover resulted from 
.months of di»grccmcnt over. 
~finwdal'i^e& Salway suspend- 
ed Jacobs in Oaober for alleged- 
ly mismanaging tribal funds, but 
a tribal judge later reinstated the 
treasurer. 


Eileen Janis, a spokeswoman ; 
for Salway, said the president 
and oclicrs have become frustrat- 
ed with Jacobs and the council 
majority that always supports 
the treasurer. “We want a com- . 
plcic audit of everything," she 
said. 

Jacobs was not home Monday. 
His wife said he was at a tribal 
meeting.

18. 1942. 

Chess also was awarded the American 
Defense Service Medal, two Purple 
Hearts, tlic Good Conduct Medal and the 
European African Eastern Service 
Medal.

MEEKER, Colo. - Sccond-gcn- 
oration sheep rancher Nick 
Theos bounced his gear-grinding 
4x4 over rocky, rutted trails to 
herds watched over by Basque 
shepherds and border collies. 

Trailsidc sheep gave quizzical 
glances, evergreens in the gold 
sunliglu looked like an impres- 
sionist painting and economic 
problciris in Uie European Union 
and Pacific Rim seemed far 
•away. 

They’re not. . 

“I can rcmem'bcr a time when 
we had more than 500,000 head 
of sheep in northwest Colorado' 
■ alone,” said Theos, 75. “Today, I 
don’t think,Uierc are that many 
in the whole state.” 

Trouble in' the. Asian economy, 
rigid quotas in Europe, not to 
mention the cver-chan^ng tastes 
of the American consumer, have 
taken their toll on Colorado’s 
once vibrant sheej) industry. 

Colorado remains the largest 
sheep-feeding state in the itadon, 
with sheep brought here from 
Utah and elsewhere for grazing. 
But the 440,000 head of lamb and 
sheep in the state Jan. 1, 1999, 
, were down 23 percent from the 
' year before. 

Many of those herds arc 
looked after by Basque herders 
like the ones who work for Theos 
and' his nephew, Butch Theos. 
Their herds arc on 6,000 acres 
—Oyer.a ridge from Nick’s place., 

Nationwide, the Agriculture 
Department shows the number of 
sheep' being raised in the United 


States at less than 8 million head 
- compared with more than 50 
million during the 1950s. 

“Years ago, there were lots 
more Colorado sheepmen,’’ 
Theos said. “Today, we can prac- • 
tically hold our meetings in a 
phone booth.” 

Lamb prices fell 40 percent 
between 1997 and 1999 - a drop 
that Peter Orwick, executive 
' director of the Englewood-based 
American Sheep Industry 
Association, blames on imports. 
While Orvrick is hopeful the dde 
has turned a little, sheep ranch- 
ers such as Theos sdll struggle. 

“It costs me S2.50 to shear a 
sheep, from which you get an 
average 10 pounds of wool,” he 
said. “At 38 cents'a pound for 
wool. I’m. making $1.30 per 
sheep. Two years ago, we were 
getting $1 per pound. for lamb. 
Last year, it was 85 cents[[ and 
this year it’s 75 cents. 

”So we’re ^1 making big 
money at a tinie when expenses 
keep going up, from gasoline to 
interest on loai^“ he said. 

It’s a precarious business that 
many are leaving - often ^ sell- 
ing off land to:developcrs that’s 
been in the family for genera- 
tions. 

As the lure of selling out to 
developers gets harder to rerist, 
the sheep industry - once a 'key 
part of Colorado’s economy - 
faces an uncertain future. - ' 

In 1998, there were 1,700 
sheep operations in Color ado 
compared with 2,200 in 1990.

Blue Cross urges customers to shun Hospital

IDAHO FALLS - Blue Cross, of 
Idaho is urging its policyholders 
to shun Eastern Idaho Regional 
Medical Center, claiming the 
hospital’s prices are out of con- 
crol. 

Blue Cross officials say the hos- 
pital charges up to double- the 
amount similarly sized Idaho hos- 
pitals, charge for common proce- 
dures, 

“How could we ask our cus- 
tomers in Idaho Falls to pay 
this?” Senior Vice President 
Tracy Andrus said. “Salt Lake 
City hospitals don’t even charge 
at the level EIRMC does.” 

Hospital Chief Executive Doug 
Crabtree said that while the facil- 
ity may charge more for some 
procedures, the costs arc.not.as - 


hi^ as Blue Cross officials claim. 

Eastern Idaho Regional 
Medical Center’s charges could 
be 15 percent higher than simi- 
larly sized Idaho hospitals, but it 
is a first-rate, quality hospital 
doing complicated an d life-sav- 
ing procedures, he said. 

“We’re saving lives and touch- 
ing lives in this community 
because of the institution we 
arc,” he said. “We have a great 
hospital given the size of the 
community.” 

The Blue Cross allegations fol- 
low the breakdown of contract 
ncgoiiations between Idaho’s 
largest insurance company and ' 
the hospital. The two were trying 
-to hammer out a new agreement 
covering Blue Cross’ 8,300 east- 
ern Idaho customers with tradi- 
tional insurance plans. Insurance 


companies negotiate contracts 
with hospitals and doctors to get 
better prices for their policyhold- 
ers. 

Blue Cross is encouraging 
patients to go to other hospitals 
a nd will pa y more of their bill If 


they do. The insurance company 
also is trying to get doctors to 
operate at other surgical centers 
or hospitals in the area, like 
Bingham Memorial in Black'foot 
and Madison Memorial in 
Rexburg, by offering to pay 
physicians’ travel expenses. 

Hospital officials say they are 
willing to go back to the bargain- 
ing table. Blue Cross officials say 
they also are willing to resume 
negotiations but only if Ea.stcm.

Be wary of convenience checks, 

• addeef Taylor, who’s from 
Arlington, Texas. 

"If something goes wrong, you 
don't have a copy of that check,” 
he said. 

(*,K Capital Corp. promised’ 
i recently to solve Taylor’s dilem- 
ma after dragging its feet for 10 
day.s. American Expre.ss solved 
Miller's problem promptly and 
courteously. 

American Express apologized 
profusely for misinforming her 
when she called to complain. She 
.siiid the issuer’s customer service 
reprc.suniatives told her initially 
that the stealth payment was her 
problem. 

Wrong. Under the federal Fair 
Credit Billing Act, 550 is the most 
an issuer can bill cardholders for 
unauthorized charges. 

You must dispute the charge in 
■ writing within GO days of receiv- 


ing the statement containing the 
error. Search the fine print on the 
back of statement for directions 
and a moiling address. Use certi-' 
fled mail. Stick in copies of'sup- 
' porting documents and hold on to 
' the originals. 

The law covers every kind of 
billing error. Cardholders can 
demand answers if the issuer gets 
dates and amounts wrong, or if it 
bills for goods that were declined 
or weren’t delivered.. They can 
demand satisfaction if issuers fail 
to post payments, returns or 
other credits accurately. 

If banks don’t acknowledge 
complaints within 30 days, and 
explain themselves within two ' 
billing cycles, we can nick them 
for SSO, even if the charge was 
legitimate after all. 

American Express credited 
— Miller-for SSOO of the 5519 charge 
put on her card. Miller says .she's 
happy and impressed. 

There's more. Even if .she 
authorised the payment, she 
could appeal to American 
£xprc.ss under a part of the fair 
billing act that, makes card 
issuers liable for shoddy goods 
and services along with sellers. 

Consumers must jump througli 
two extra hoops. The merchant 
can’t be in a different state or. 
more than 100 miles away, and - 
the consumer must make a gen- 
uine effort CO resolve the com- 
plaint directly. 

Of course, disputing a charge 
isn’t the same as winning a credit. ' 
Inevitably, these things come 
down to a judgment call by card 
issuers - in Miller's case, ])arsiiig ' 
accounts of how the card was pre- 
sented in the first place. 

Spend a minute deciding on 
whether it’s safer to use cash or 
plastic. Cash would have been a 
better choice for Miller, but it's 
not always superior. When quali- 
ty issues surface after the fact, as 
they often do in auto repairs for 
example, plastic keeps you in the 
game. 

Cardholders can decline to pay 
the charge until the dispute is 
settled. Consumers can go to 
court if they aren’t satisfied, and 
they can ask is.sucrs to pay their 
attorney’s fees.

Which brin^ us to Taylor’s sad 
tale. GE Capital was selling its 
GE Select cards to First USA 
Bank just as Taylor used the con- 
venience check. First USA 
couldn’t furnish him a copy of the 
check because il cleared GE’s ' 
bank in Ohio rather than the 
First USA’s bank in Delaware. 

Taylor’s 5728.75 was one of 
about 30 items pending on a list 


of snarls left over from the sale, 
GE Capital said. The companies 
met recently to divide them into 
two piles. 

Taylor says there’s plenty of 
blame to go around. 

“Providian is the guilty party," 
he said. “They credited us for 523 
instead of 5726. Where did the 
S23 come from?” 

Two lessons here: 

Make copies of convenience 
checks before sticking them in 
the mail. 

Use the federal law to turn 
snarls into a problem for the 
banks. Uitiortunatcly, the 60-day 


clock ran out on Taylor. 

For the price of two certified 
letters, he could have tagged 
First USA for a charge that didn’t 
complete its appointed mission, 
as well as Providian for a pay- 
ment posted in error, leaving the 
banks to hash it out - or else. 

As it is, the Fed miglit wonder 
why someone somewhere didn’t 
make an effort to help Taylor 
even if he didn’t invoke the law 
officially.

^quantitative factors and qualita- 
tive factors. 

The quantitative issues have 
to do with the hard-core num- 
bers, with the bottom-line 
question being: Which of the 
two plans will give workers 
the most value when they 
retire? • 

Qualitative factors include 
how well a worker can manage a 
large amount of money, as well 
as age, which is one of the most 
significant factors. 

“The older you are, the harder 
it is to get an adequate pension 
in a cash-balancc ptan,”-said 
Michelle Quinlan, a consulting 
actuary at Watson Wyatt in 
Dallas. 

Ca.sh-balance plans tend to 
favor younger employees 
because they have more time 
over which their money can com- 
pound. 


Web site helps with college choicel

.. . You start-with.a decision-mak- 
ing process so confusing that it 
makes car shopping look like a 
breeze. Add a sticker price close 
to the cost of the median U.S. 
home - with the pressure to pay 
ail $120,000 in just four years. 
Then throw in the discomfort of 
negotiating financial aid and the 
longing to give your child the best 
college education possible — even 
if you can't afford it. 

No wonder it would come to 
this: 

Tcdd Kelly, a Falls Church, - 
Va.- based college-admissions 
consultant has developed a Web 
site dc.signcd to turn choosing a 
college into the equivalent of 
buying a Saturn or using 
Pricclinc.com. 

Instead of getting emotionally 
involved with a college that, may 
be financially out of reach, ccol- 
legebtd.org turns the process 
around. At the outset of a stu- 
dent’s college search, the Web 
site allows parents and the stu- 
dent to choose their price for a 
college education - rather than a 


specific institution. 

If a family can only afford - 
$7,000 a year, it can post die bid - 
along with the student’s SAT 
scores, grade.*:, and educational 
interests. If a college wants the 
student ar thar-price,- the family 
will be notified. The student is 
under no obligation to take the 
deal, and pays nothing for the ser- 
vice. 

Since the site opened tliis fall, 
Kelly says, 700 students have 
made an online bid for their edu- 
cation. Colleges, however, have 
been hesitant about participat- 
— ing. Only six havc-signed-one — 
year contracts. Colleges pay 
$2,000 a year to cull through the 
bids. 

But JCclly expects colleges to 
start reaching for ccollegebid.org 
in desperation after May 1. That’s 
the deadline for students to noti- 
fy colleges if they plan to attend 
during the upcoming fall. Every 
year, lesser-known colleges strug- 
gle to fill classrooms and dorm 
rooms. They sweeten financial 
aid packages at the last minute so 
they don’t have to report an 
enrollment drop and hurt their 


public image. <> 

Kelly says the period is called

“I have not had' near the 
amount of IRS audits vrith corpo- 
rations or individuals that I had 
three or four years ago,” he said. 

Although enforcement actions 
only bring in about 2 percent of 
the $1.7 trillion in taxes the IRS 
collects, a decline is cause for 
concern beyond the dollars 
involved because it can erode 
taxpayer confidence in the sys- 
tem, Rossotti said. 

“What we want to achieve is 
maximum compliance,” he said. 
“Everybody should wont that, if 
they’re an honest taxpayer, 
because it means nobody is get- 
ting away with something.” 

One big reason for the drop, 
Rossotti said, is a scries of staff 
reductions that has cut 15,000 
employees from the IRS, many of 
them from the compliance 
branch. Some of those on the job 
have been temporarily shifted 
- over-to'other-duties,-8uch as- 
answering telephone tax queries. 

"To send somebody out to do 
on audit, that takes time,” 
Rossotti sdd. "If you have fewer 


people, you’re going to do fewer 
of them.” 

But the massive tax reform law 
passed in 1998 by Congress had 
an equally huge impact. It gave 
taxpayers many new rights in 
enforcement actions, requiring 
thousands of agents to be 
retrained, and made' serious vio- 
lations of those rights - especially 
harassment or retaliation - pun- 
ishable by immediate dismiss^. 

This law, known as Section 
1203, triggered widespread con- 
fusion among agents and fear 
that they would be fired for sim- 
ple mistakes or unfairly targeted 
.for investigation, satd-Collecn 
KcUcy, president of the National 
Treasury Employees Union. 

"On its face, &cre was a lot of 
alarm among employees,” K^ey 
said. “Employees did need clarity 
' about the new rules and what 
was expected of them.” 

To allay concern, Rossotti has 
periodically sent memos to all 
.IRS employees detailing all 
"Section 1203 allegations ahd the' 
outcome of the investigations. . 

Employee. anxiety has cased' 
somewhat as the. first round of 


Section 1203 allegations iiv 
August nimed up only one proba^ 
ble violation out of 141 investigoS 
tions - and for . nonpayment oQ 
taxes by an IRS worker. « 

“What we have seen is that the 
investigations are done fairly,*^ 

' Kelley said. . • 

In addition, the IRS has beguiH 
measuring employee perfor-; 
mance based more on taxpayer 
satisfaction and casework quality* 
than on number of dollars collect: . 
cd, liens imposed and referrals: 
for criminal investigation.

"What we want to do is get 
you right away, in a- matter at 
weeks instead of years,” he said. 
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Theos jumped from the truck 
to unlock the gate to a dirt road 
leading to land he leases for graz- 
ing nedy a hill called Sleepy Cat. . 
Theos once owned this land - two 
creeks run through it - and he 
laments selling those S60 acres 
years ago. "But 1974 was a bad 
year. I was barely able to pay the 

- bank loan that fall and then had 
to borrow to pay my income tax. • 
It got to where I had to sell this 
parcel to a Texan for S75 an acre. 
They’re nice people, but I wish I 
didn’t have to do that." 

- . Today, rising land values often 
spell the difference In whether 

farmers can stay in business or 
not by borrowing against the 
value of that land. But high land 
prices also mean young people 
can’t gb into the business if their 
families had no land to begin 
with. 

Then again, fewer young peo- 
ple find the uncertainties of the 
ranching life all that attractive. 

Nick’s nephew. Butch, has land 
about 11 miles north of Meeker. 

Butch Theos, 48, has been in 
the business since he graduated 
from Colorado State University 
In 1970 and represents the third 


generation of sheep ranchers In 
this area. But he’s uncertain 
al30ut the fourth. 

’’I have three cliildren and one 
grandson and have encouraged 
my kids to go to college, maybe 
look into computers and to 
branch out. One of my daughters 
is a teacher. For me, it’s differ- 
ent. This is the life I Iove,“ he 
said. 

Tom Kourlis, the state commis- 
sioner of agriculture from 1994- 
98, is from a family that’s been 
raising sheep between Meeker 
and Craig for more than 70 years. 
He could have gone In another 
direction years ago, but chose not 


walk away with a million dollars 
from a developer,"" he said. ’’And 
it wasn’t my father’s goal, 
either." 

Kourlis recalled that when he 
was a law student at the 
University of Denver in 1973, his 
father told him an offer was on 
the table for the ranch. 

"The offer was for more than 
the ranch was worth then, and 
dad - his name was Harr>‘ - said 
he’d sell unless I’d help run the 
ranch. We had 30 days to 
decide," he said. "It didn’t take 
that long, and I’ve never regret- 


ted the decision." I 

Nick Theos and his wife, Loi&; 
describe raising sheep as a way oL 
life. ”At our stage in life, we, 
should be selling," said Lois 
Tiieos. ’’But we’re buying." 

A second-generation success 
story, Theos is nationally known 
in the sheep industry and served 
one term in the Colorado. 
Statehouse 20 years ago. When, 
his Greek-born father - also- 
named Nick - began raising 
sheep here in 1922 after saving' 
money he earned as a' coal miner 
in Utah, what happened overseas 
hardly touched Colorado sheep- 
men. 

But in today’s ^obal economy, 

and New Zealand have a direct 
effect here. The effect was big’, 
cnou^i for the American sheep.: 
industry to seek and get tempo; 
rary relief for three years from 
the U.S. International Trado 
Commission in the form of stiff 
tariffs on lamb and wool imports

quotas on U.S. lamb or wool that 
also affect the industry here;’ 
along with domestic variables; 
ranging from predators and- 
developers to eating and fashion 
habits to weather cycles.
